Revival in Milford. 


During the past winter, (some time in Februa- 
ry ton, the Rev. J. H. Waterbury, of N. York, 
but lately of White Hills, near Derby, was invi- 


ted to come into Orange, by three or four Con- | 


gregational brethren who had been over to White 
Hills, where a revival of religion was in progress, 
and there in a schoolhouse commenced a pro- 
tracted effort. The spirit of the Lord was pour- 
ed out, and nearly every impenitent person in 
the neighborhood was hopefully converted to God. 
Hearing that brother Waterbury was a Baptist 
minister, myself with other of the brethren, went 
to Orange to see and engage in the good work, 
We then invited Bro. Waterbury to come to Mil- 
ford and commence a meeting of days, where the 
effects were no less visible than at Orange. The 
spirit of the Lord was manifest, Christians con- 
fessed their sins to one another, and to God ; the 
meetings increased in interest day by day. The 
Congregational churches commenced meetings 
about the same time, and all with one accord 
seemed to say, come let us go up to the house of 
prayer. A nxious meetings were held in the morn- 
ing and preaching in the afternoon and evening. 
After preaching, seats for the anxious were made 
ready, when one, two, and three were filled, and 
mere were necessary, until bundreds were anx- 
iously inquiring what they should do to be saved. 

As the meetings progressed, the work was 
more, and still more powerful, until the harden- 
ed and abandoned began publicly to acknowledge 
that it was the work of God, and all began to say 
truly God is no respecter of persons, for grand 
parents, parents, children and grand-children, 
were found upon the same seat anxiously inquir- 
ing the way of salvation, on arising to declare 
what God had done for them, in the pardon and 
remission of their sins. Many who had not seen 
the inside of the house of prayer for many years, 
are now standing up as witnesses for God both in 
public and private. One aged man, a sea cap- 
tain, tuld me, while the tears run down his cheeks, 
that it was the first revival of religion he was 
ever in in his life; and, says he, “ past seventy, 
have been to all parts of the world,—spent my 
whole life in sin, and now, when I deserve to be 
sent to hell, 1 hope God has forgiven me, and 
will prepare me for heaven. 0, blessed be His 
holy name !” 

Brother Waterbury is a man of faith and pray- 
er, and having been a seaman himself, had great 
influence with that class of men. It was enough 
to do one’s heart good to see the infidel, the Uni- 
versalist, the sceptic and the profane, crying aloud 
for mercy, arising from their knees and declaring 
what God had done for their souls—it seemed in- 
deed, that Satan was bound, and the Millennium 
already commenced. ‘The Baptist house of wor- 
ship was small, and many were obliged to leave 
for the want of room. ‘The meetings were con- 
tinued for weeks; almost all labor was suspend- 
ed, and religion was the theme of conversation. 
How many were hopefully converted through the 
instrumentality of those who labored in the Bap- 
tist church I have no means of ascertaining, for 
many who came in from mere curiosity to hear 
Bro. Waterbury, dated their convictions from that 
time, in hearing the truth fall from his lips with 
great plainness and power, who did not remain 
with us, but have joined the Congregational 
churches. ‘The Baptists in Milford are few and 
poor, but the Lord has appeared for us, and twelve

The advantages to be derived to the Colony 
and to foreign nations, and above all to Africa 
herself, from the development of her agricultural 
and commercial resources, are becoming more 
and more manifest. No other means for her re- 
'demption and renovation can be so adapted to 


| arouse the mind, civilize the manners, elevate 
\the whole character of her vast population, re- 
‘lieve them from their intolerable miseries and 
gather into the family of Christian nations as her 
descendants returning to her shores, animated by 
the spirit and hopes of Christianity and resolved 
to propagate its doctrines everywhere, and not to 
rest until that entire quarter of the world shall re- 
ceive, acknowledge, and rejoice in these blessings. 

The cause is commended to the favor and sup- 
port of all our fellow citizens. Of its benevolence 
and grandeur the Managers have no doubt. They 
trust the clergy and churches of every denomi- 
nation will sustain it with vigor. ‘Though now 
dependent upon the bounty of individuals, the 
Board do not forget its claims to patronage from 
both the State and National Governments. The 
effectual interposition of these powers is only to 
be anticipated from the influence of popular opin- 
ion, and when their aid to this great work alike 
of patriotism and philanthropy shall be demand- 
ed by the general sentiment of the country, it 
will not be denied. 

In former years special efforts have been made 
by ministers and congregations to increase its re- 
sources en the day consecrated to grateful recol- 
lections of our own National Independence, or on 
some Sabbath near that day, and the Board hope 
that a custom so appropriate and useful will be 
renewed throughout the State. A ship is now 
preparing to sail with many liberated slaves to 
Liberia. Without the liberality of the friends of 
the cause its operations cannot be successfully 
conducted. The managers doubt not that the 
citizens of this State will evince towards this 
scheme of comprehensive and far-reaching be. 
nevolence, a measure of good will, not exceeded 
by any portion of the Union. 

In making this call upon their fellow-citizens, 
the managers of the State Colonization Society 
would cordially commend to the public regard,

It was one of the happiest days of my life. It 
opened up to my vision the vastness and the bles- 
sedness of the work laid before the Society, in 
the providence of God, of carrying the gospel to 
the ‘poor,’ scattered in such numbers over the 
boundless West. Blessed, most blessed is the 
privilege enjoyed by those who enter on this labor 
of love; and thrice blessed is the institution that 
thus seeks to minister to the intellectual and spir- 
itual good of the untold thousands, famishing in 
their dispersion for the lack there is of the bread 
of life! Does not ‘He who came to seek and save 
that which was lost,’ require that every neglect- 
ed family in this christian land should be thus 
sought out ? 


Further Extracts. 
But the great mass of Christians at the West 


have not the religious books in their possession, 
and know not where to get them; or if they did, 
the inclination for them is to be formed and fos- 
tered. ‘There are very few religious bookstores, 
and they but meagerly supplied and inadequately 
patronized. If the cities and large towns are ex- 
cepted, it is questionable whether the 225,000 
volumes circulated by the Society at the West, 
within the last five years, are not more than have 
been sold by all the religious bookstores since the 
settlement. Is there not, in this view, a vast 
work to do in stimulating and gratifying a thirst 
for religious knowledge, just as important as the 
‘instruction in righteousness,’ and sanctification 
of the people of God ; and as indispensable as is 
the dissemination of the truth, clearly illustrated 
and enforced, in order to its intelligent and saving 
reception under the Holy Spirit’s seal ?

The Managers of the Colonization Society of 
the State of Connecticut, now redrganized, with 
the hope of securing a more general cobperation 
in this great enterprise from the people of every 
Christian name, and from every town in the State, 
beg leave to present to their fellow citizens, that 
in their view the time has arrived when it is im- 
portant, in a high degree, to unite all the benev- 
olent in exertions to strengthen the Parent Soci- 
ety, and enable it to enlarge the ‘territory, im:

The Colporteur System. 

It is indispensable our brethren should under- 
stand the practical working of this system. We 
give the following extract from the Report of a 
Western tour, by the Rev. R. 8. Cook, one of the 
Secretaries of the American ''ract Society, made 
in 1842, as an illustration. We can bear testi- 
mony to its correctness from our personal experi-

On one occasion I made an excursion of three 
days into the interior of one of the Western States 
with one of the Sooiety’s Agents. Ina single 
day’s ride of 40 miles, we called on about 60 fam- 
ilies, dwelling mostly in log cabins, supplying 
each family by sale or gift, with one or more 
the Society’s publications ; and ascertaining from 
each the spiritual condition of its members.

Universalism and kindred errors, some of which 
have ‘gone to seed,’ and decayed at the East,the 
enemy of the truth has scattered broad-cast on the 
luxuriant soil ofthe West. ‘They are now germi-. 
nating, and their fruit will be destruction to thou- 
sands. 

Infidelity, ofa gross, popular kind, is rife among 
the less informed classes. Other errors, more or 
less dangerous, have attained a sudden and exten- 
sive influence, and demand an antidote. 

The press is employed for the promulgation and 
defence of all these heresies and delusions. Books 
and tracts and newspapers are published and wide- 
ly scattered by them all, and by some of them as 
almost their only means of diffusing error. I fre- 
quently met these publications in steamboats, &c., 
and while I was at the West, a Convention of 
Universalists resolved to raise $10,000 for the 
publication of their books. ‘They have deposito- 
ries at convenient points, and manifest a zeal 
worthy of a better cause. 

Most of these errors exist and are widely em- 
braced, not because of any special proclivity to 
error, but for want of ligtit, or the means of it.— 
Rev. Mr. Cook’s Report.

Seamen’s Friend Society, 


ing was opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. Vatu. 
The Annual Report was read by Rev. Mr. Lorp. 

Sailing Master Moorg, of the U. S. Navy, mov- 
ed the acceptance of the report, and supported 
his motion in a thrilling speech, in which he com. 
pared the condition and character of the sailor as 
it once was, and as it now is, with great effect, 
speaking as he did from an experience of between 
twenty and thirty years, in connection with sea- 
faring life. We shall give his address in full in 
our next. 

Rev. Mr. Spautpine, Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Seamen’s Friend Society, offered a resolution, 
That the converting influences of the Holy Spirit 
graciously bestowed on s6 many seamen for the 
last two or three years, call for devout gratitude 
for the past, and encouragement and hope for the 
future. 

In supporting this resolution, he contrasted the 
past with the present, and related a great number 
of interesting facts, to show that for the last two 
or three years, a wonderful divine influence had 
descended upon those who are engaged upon the 
great deep. He related some interesting facts, 
as specimens of what is going on continually, 
among seamen. While at the Sailor’s Concert 
some time ago in Boston, a man came into the 
meeting, who had just come off a vessel, and re- 
lated what God had done for his soul, he having 
been awakened by a sermon which he heard there 
just before he went out, on the text, * Consider 
your ways.” A vessel which went out from Mys- 
tic, Ct., during a recent revival, had been detain- 
ed at Key West, by stress of weather, and the 
sailors went on shore and held prayer-meetings 
at the houses of the inhabitants, and the Spirit 
of God accompanied their efforts; so that an 
aged man there who has long been praying for 
missionaries, says they have now come. 

He spoke, also, of the encouragements to be 
derived from the Bible in referenve to the con- 
version of seamen, which showed, as he thought, 
that the “ abundance of the sea” was to be con. 
verted preparatory to the conversion of the world. 

Rev. Mr. Pomeroy, of Maine, offered a resolu- 
tion, that the peculiar circumstances of seamen 
who are found toiling for the world, render it the 
duty of the church to provide the means of their 
intellectual and moral culture. 

This resolution he supported in an interesting 
address of considerable length, showing the obli- 
gation of the world to seamen—their condition 
as a class—their peculiar character, as a sort of 
nation by themselves, living on the sea, and scat- 
tered over the whole world ; illustrating his ar- 
guments by many interesting facts, showing not 
only their need, but the great encouragement we 
have to labor for them, He stated that the Mart- 
ner’s church in Boston bas two members, young 
men, preparing for the ministry ; one employed 
as a colporteur among the Germans at the west ; 
one assisting Mr. Sawtell, at Havre ; and another, 
who is master of a Swedish merchantman. 

In conclusion, he read a note from a Jady, who 
has a son aboard, enclosing an extract of a letter 
from him, in which he says he had attended Mr. 
Sawtell’s Chapel, “ and so you see,” says he, “our 
quarters and sisters’ bills,” (which were given to 
Mr, Sawtell for his Chapel when he was in this 
country,) “were not spent in vain, They have 
been instramental in my hearing a sound ser- 
mon.”

Prison Discipline Society. 
This association, from the time of its forma. 
tion, has been gradually gaining in the regard and 
confidence of the friends of humanity. Its an- 
niversary for the ptesent year was held on Tues- 
day in Park street church, and was attended by 
a very numerous audience. ‘The time was prin- 
cipally occupied by the reading of the Annual 
Report and accompanying remarks by the Rev. 
Louis Dwight, the Corresponding Secretary. The 
Report was an elaborate document, abounding 
with facts and details of thrilling interest in rela- 
tion to the Prisons, Asylums, &c., of our country. 
Great improvements have been made during the 
last year in the discipline of our State Prisons. 
The old modes of punishment are giving way to 
more enlightened and humane treatment. In the 
Prison at Charlestown there has been a revival of 
religion of unparalleled interest, and a large num- 
ber of the prisoners are said to have been conver- 
ted. The system of solitary confinement was 
condemned in the strongest language, as prejudi- 
cial to health, morals and reason. ‘The Reports 
from Lunatic Asylums were more encouraging 
than in former years.

American Tract Society, 


The 29th Annual meeting of this Association 
was held in Park street church last evening.

The eighth annual Report was then read by 
the Secretary of the Union, Mr. Henry S. Wash- 
burn. After some preliminary observations, the 
Report stated that although the disbursements of 
the Union had not equalled those of some years, 
yet they could hope that not less had in reality 
been accomplished. ‘The receipts for the year 
from donations, sales, &c., have been $9,578 19. 
The number of bound volumes published during 
the year, has been 15,000; and the number pub- 
lished since the formation of the Union, has been 
150,000. Several new books will soon be pub- 
lished. A new question book will be issued short- 
ly—arranged in the form of asystem of Chris. 
tian doctrine. A new and valuable Sabbath 
School Hymn Book is also in progress. 

The amount collected during the year by the 
agent, Rev. Mr. Welch, is $2,688 99; half of 
which (after deducting the expense of collecting, ) 
was paid into the treasury of this Union, and the 
other half to the American S. S. Union, to send 
out books for schools at the West. 

Calls for books have come in from distant sec- 
tions of the country ; and the calls from desti- 
tute schools are increasing. A dollar or two is 
often sent in from a distance of 200 or 300 miles, 
with a request that as many books as it will pos- 
sibly purchase may be sent, and if possible some 
additional ones. One brother lately sent a dol- 
lar, as he says from his own pocket, and urgently 
asks that some books be sent gratuituously. 

Many books of most exceptionable character 
are now sent forth from the press and are flood. 
ing the land, and corrupting our youth. How 
shall this evil be counteracted? In no other way 
can it be better done than by forestalling their in- 
fluence by works of worth. 

The progress of the schools the past year has 
been most gratifying. The following table will 
show the present state of the schools in New 
England :

Ashford Association. 
The nineteenth anniversary of the Ashford 
Baptist Association was held with the Baptist 


\church in West Woodstock on Wednesday and 


Thursday, May 3lst and June Ist. Br. N. 
Brancu preached the introductory sermon from 
Gal. 6: 14. “God forbid that I should glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Br. 
E. Cusuman was chosen Moderator, and T. 
Wakeriexp and J. B. Gump, Clerks. The in- 
telligence from the churches was not so cheering 
as last year; two or three of them, however, had 
been favored with interesting revivals during the 
past winter and spring. The whole number of 
baptisms reported was 151. The session through- 
out was very pleasant and harmonious—the spirit 
of Christian love seeming to pervade the meeting. 
Much sympathy was manifested for our afflicted 
brother Gacr, who has for a few years past been 
laid aside from his Jabors, and still lies upon a 
sick bed, entirely deprived of speech. A sub- 
scription was taken in his behalf, amounting, we 
believe, to about $40, and a recommendation 
adopted, that each church in the Association also 
take a subscription for his benefit. The church 
at Brooklyn not having represented itself for three 
years past, was dropped from the list at this ses- 
sion. Owing to this, and other circumstances, it 
was supposed from a hasty estimate made during 
the meeting, that there had been a diminution in 
the whole number of members, and so stated at 
the close. This, however, proves to be a mis- 
take, the nett gain during the year being 21.— 
The Association now comprises 15 churches, and 
17 ordained ministers. Whole number of mem- 
bers, 2048. The next session is to be held with 
the church in Stafford, on the last Wednesday in 
May, 1844. Br. J. Grow to preach the intro- 
ductory sermon. 

The Sabbath School Convention of this Asso- 
ciation also held its annual meeting on the second 
day of the session. Br. L. G, Leonard was cho- 
sen President ; H. Bromley, Vice-President; J. 
B. Guild, Secretary ; and C. Crawford, Treasu- 
rer. The interest in this cause appears to be 
maintained undiminished, and we trust on the 


whole increasing. It was found, however, that

Boston Anniversaries. 
Mr. Epiror :—Having a moment of leisure, I improve 
it in giving you some account of the Anniversanes of dif- 
ferent benevolent institutions which I attended in Boston 
the past week. It will, however, be expedient to confine 
my remarks particularly to those under the control of the 
Baptist denomination, as your readers will feel a more spe- 
cial interest in these. 
Early Tuesday morning the brethren began to arrive 
from various parts of New England. As I stood at the 
place whither they directed their steps, on their arrival in 
the city, and saw them come in from different directions, 
it strongly reminded me of the Jews going up to Jerusalem 
to worship. 
At 10 o’clock, A. M., on that day, was the annual meet. 
ing of the * Mass. Conference of Baptist ministers.” The 
meeting was called to order by the President, Rev. Dr. 
Suarp, and after some preliminary exercises, an Essuy was 
read by the Rev. A. S. Tarn, of Haverhill. His object 
was to show the ** Effects which follow from erroncous 
views of the doctrine of divine influence.” The Essay, as 
a whole, was an able production, and showed that the au- 
thor possessed discriminating views of Scripture doctrine. 
He defended the old Calvinistic view of the subject, and 
came out very strongly against the view which seems to be 
gaining ground among us in opposition to that. He refer- 
red to certain pernicious sentiments which had prevailed 
in consequence of this error, and which had been advoca- 
ted in a recent publication of a prominent minister in the 
Baptist denomination. Nor did he manifest any disposi. 
tion to spare the delusions of the present day. Of course, 
there were different opinions respecting the merits and ap- 
propriateness of the Essay. I heard it praised and con- 
demned in unqualified terms, by different individuals who 
heard it. 
At 3 o’clock, P. M., was the anniversary of the New 
England 8. 8S. Union. The Report, read by the Secreta. 
ry, Bro. H. S. Washburn, was an interesting document, 
and gave a full statement of the condition and prospects 
of that organization. Several new books have been pub- 
lished the past year, and it is doing much to supply the de. 
nomination with suitable publications for Sabbath schools. 
It issues no books which have not been examined and ap. 
proved by a publishing committee. Interesting and ap. 
propriate addresses were made by brethren Lincoln, of 
Philadelphia, Howe, of Boston, and Kincaid, missionary 
from Burmah. The meeting was well attended, and much 
interest excited in behalf of the Sabbath school cause. 
In the evening of that day, the annual sermon was de. 
livered before the Conference of Baptist ministers, from 
Mat. 18: 15-18, by Rev, Mr. Caldicott, of Roxbury.— 
The subject of his discourse was “* Church Discipline.” 
He dwelt chiefly upon the three following points. 1. The 
design of church discipline, 2. The cases in which it is 
to be exercised, 3. The manner in which discipline should 
be administered. The views of the author were sound, 
and the discourse, I trust, will do much good, 
Wednesday, May 31. At 10 o’clock this morning was 
held the annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Education 
Society. After the election of the officers for the ensuing

sumed a different character from what was anticipated, 
yet it was to me a meeting of great interest, and will, I 
think, be profitable to those who were present. Some of 
the remarks were not only important, but made in a most 
happy manner, and with an excellent spirit. Both the 
Home and Foreign missionaries, it was said, should be 
men of knowledge, as well as piety. They have to meet 
error in every form, and in many places they are the only 
guides on religious subjects. If they err in doctrine or in 
practice, there are none to correct them, but they lead im.

“The Universalist.” 

We have only a few words of reply to the last 
number of the above sheet. We know of no 
“true religion,” and we are sure the Bible recog- 
nizes none, short of genuine faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ—while “ the Universalist” seems to 
regard it as of very little consequence what a 
man believes, provided he does about right in his 
intercourse with his fellow-men. ‘Towards the 
close of his article, it is true, the writer alludes 
to such a thing as faith in Christ—but he tells 
us, “ To do unto others in all things as we would 
be done unto, is Christ’s version of true religion.” 
If this be so, we certainly cannot be accused of 
uncharitableness in classing Universalists with 
Deists, &c., for our Deistical friends in general 
profess quite as strong an attachment to this prin- 
ciple as any Universalist can do, and for aught 
we know, practise it quite as well. But itisa 
strange idea, that because the Saviour gave us 
the foregoing rule, in connection with many oth- 
er injunctions and precepts, therefore this precept 
is “ Christ’s version of true religion.” As to the 
other definitions quoted by “ the Universalist,” 
we have only to say that no man “ walks humbly 
with God” until he humbly “ submits to the nght- 
eousness of God by faith in Christ,” and no one 
“keeps himself unspotted from the world,” ex- 
cept as the result of that faith which purifies the 
heart. “ Thou hast neither part nor lot in this 
matter, for thy heart is not right in the sight of 
God,” said Peter to Simon the sorcerer. And it 
is “ with the heart man believeth unto righteous- 
ness.” We therefore conclude that a man’s be- 
lief has very much to do with this matter. 

One thing more. “The Universalist” says 
that our “ profession of belief in the future second 
advent of Christ to judgment, implies that “ there 
has been a past second advent of Christ to judg- 
ment.”

T. Miner, be a committee to revise the Militia laws 
accepted, and resolution passed. 

Resolution empowering three grand jurors to exercise 
the powers of all grand jurors collectively in each town, in 
certain cases—passed. 

Judiciary Committee reported in favor of the passage of 
the act empowering the Superior Court to grant Divorces, 
in cases of habitual intemperance and cruelty—laid on the 
table, and 300 copies ordered to be printed. 

Subject of dividing the town of Wethersfield, and ma. 
king a new town of Rocky Hill, taken up. The majority 
and minority reports of the committee, were read. 

The question was on the resolution dividing the town, 
and it was negatived, 78 to 56. Report of minority ac- 
cepted, 

Bill concerning the Insane Poor, providing for the ad. 
vance of five years’ annual appropriation, for the erection 
of additional buildings to the Retreat at Hartford. 

Mr. Seymour, of the Committee, remarked that the 
Committee could not recommend an appropriation from the 
Treasury for the erection of these buildings—so that the 
expense would actually fall upon the State; but they felt 
justified in recommending the advance of the annual ap- 
propriation already made. They did not deem it proper to 
recommend in accordance with the suggestion of the Gov. 
ernor, an increase of the annual appropriation to $5,000. 

Mr. Perkins remarked upon the great benefits arising 
from the iminediate attention to recent cases of insanity, 
and stated some facts to show that most recent cases are 
cured at the Retreat, at an average expense of about $65 
each. 

The resolution was then passed. 

Committee to whom the subject of the franking privi- 
lege was referred, reported that great abuses existed under 
it, and that postage on letters should be graduated to some 
equal standard. They submitted a resolution expressing 
the opinion that the franking privilege ought not to be used 
for private purposes—and instructing the Connecticut dele. 
gates in Congress to vote accordingly ; passed,

Caroline Mumford from Matthew Mumford—report ac- 
cepted and prayer granted. 

The resolution appointing William R. Frisbie, Judge of 
Probate for the District of Guilford, came from the Sen- 
ate amended, by striking out the name of William R. Fris- 
bie, and inserting that of George Langdon—House concur- 
red. 

Committee on the subject of East Hartford and Hartford 
Bridge Company, reported that the subject was important 
and required time for deliberation—therefore recommended 
that it be continued to the next session.

Miscellancous. 
The Popular Voice. 

It cannot be denied that in this country, at 
this time, there is a blind devotion to public opin- 
ion which is perfectly overpowering in its effect 
upon individual independence. ‘There is a form 
of public opinion which is manufactured for par- 
ticular occasions, political, moral and religious, 
and to resist this requires more moral courage than 
commonly falls to the lotof man. Yet this sort 
of public opinion is as worthless as it is tyrani- 
caland fickle. Dr. Wayland, in an article on 
‘The Doctrine of Expediency,’ in the Bibliothe- 
ca Sacra, has the following remarks :—Bost. Re- 
corder. 

“We believe, fully, in the government of the 
people ; but we believe also, that the people, like 
any other sovereign, must be restricted in the ex- 
ercise of its prerogative within the limits of con- 
stitutional law. Without such restriction, there 
can be no government but that of brute force ; | 
and soon there will be no society. We duly es- 
timate the value of our energetic public opinion. 


a 


but we believe that public opinion is neither om- 
nicient, infallible, nor all holy. The opinions of 
mankind, when they are expressed after due de- 
liberation and a full view of the merits of the 
case, are rarely erroneous. When they are ex- 
pressed in the haste of popular excitement, on the 
motion of interested and headlong leaders, they 
are almost never correct. When men at home, 
in the solitude of the closet, or amidst the bland 
influences of the fireside, come, unbiassed by ex- 
ternal influences, to the same conclusion, their 
conclusions deserve, and they generally receive, 
universal respect. But when men assemble to 
decide all questions on the instant, by a show of | 
hands; when they lend their ear to addresses to 
the passions, instead of appeals to the reason and 
the conscience ; when they merge the character 
of citizen, of father and husband, in that of par- 
tisan, political or religious; their decisions are 
commonly as valueless as the breath that utters 
them. 

“This form of public opinion is always in the 
market, and it may be had in any quantity at the 
most reasonable rate. ‘The cost of the “opinions 
of the press,” as they are denominated by book 
agents, is well understood by every enterprising 
publisher ; and he has no difficulty in securing 
them to any amount that may be desired. The 
public opinion by which political movements are 
affected, costs more time and labor, and money ; 
but if these are not wanting, the article can be 
manufactured in any quantity the occasion may 
demand. A veteran, politician, lately deceased, 
used to designate with accuracy, the sum which 
was necessary to carry an election in one of our 
largest cities; and we believe he was rarely at 
fault in his estimates. At the present moment, 
you have only to collect a mass of men at a bar. 
becue, or an ox roasting, or a general feast ; har- 
angue them or not, as you may find convenient ; 
sing a few political melodies; and they will de. 
cide in any manner you wish, on any question of 
state policy, or on any point of constitutional law. 
In a year’s time, call the same assembly together 
by the same means, and they will reverse their 
decision as readily as they pronounced it, caring 
as little about the matter in one case as in the oth- 
er, ‘Their leaders however, tell them that they 
are infallible ; and who ever took the trouble to 
prove himself in the wrong? All) this every one 
sees, and every one knows. Yet such is the ten- 
dency of men to be influenced by the present and 
awed by the arrogant, that it is peculiarly this 
sort of public opinion which withholds a multitude 
of well-meaning men from expressing and ac. 
ting upon the decisions of their own deliberate 
judgment ; and not unfrequently involves them 
deeply in courses of conduct which both reason 
and conscience emphatically condemn,” 

“It isby no means uncommon for the fanatic 
and the politician to unite tneir forces in an at- 
tack upon the Christian church. The former ag- 
itates, until he has combined under his banner a 
small, but energetic and well compacted, party. 


As soon as their number is sufficiently large to be 
of any importance at the ballot box, he formsa 
union with the politician. ‘The accession which 
he thus makes, is, however, too powerful and too 
well skilled in diplomacy, to be under his control. 
His success is, therefore, in the end, fatal to him- 
self ; and the fanatic and his party are liable to be 
lost in the political association in which they have 
been merged. They must soon be. reduced to 
nothing, unless they can be useful as tools; and 
thus they most common the very in. 


struments which the politician employs, for the 
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purpose of ensnaring the church. Hence, un-

From the New Haven Herald. 
Death of Noah Webster. 

Dr. Webster has been a long time _ before the 
public as a prominent individual in tne various 
departments of society, and a short notice of the 
principal events of his life cannot be unaccepta- 
ble to the public. He was born in West Hartford 
in this State, October 16th, 1758. He wasa de- 
scendant of John Webster, one of the first set- 
tlers of Hartford, who was a member of the Colo- 
nial Council from its first formation, and subse- 
quently Governor of Connecticut. 

Noah Webster entered Yale College in 1774. 
In his Junior year, in the time of Burgoyne’s ex- 
pedition from Canada, he volunteered his services 
under the command of his father, who was cap- 
tain in the alarm list. In that campaign, all the 
males in the family, four in number, were in the 
army at the same time, Notwithstanding this in- 
terruption in his studies, Mr. Webster graduated 
with high reputation in 1778. During the sum- 
mer of 1779, he resided in the family of Mr., af- 
terwards Chief Justice, Ellsworth, at Hartford.— 
He was admitted to the bar in 1781. Subsequent- 
ly he engaged in the business of instruction, and 
being strongly impressed with the defects of such 
books as were then used in elementary schools, 
published in 1783, at Hartford, his First Part of 
a Grammatical Institute of English Grammar.— 
The great success of this work, and of others of 
the same class prepared by him, is well known. 
Mr. Webster early became a political writer. His 
first publication in this character was at Hartford 
in 1783, when the State was agitated on the sub- 
ject of half-pay for life to the Revolutionary ar- 
my. Fora series of papers in the Connecticut 
Courant, under the signature of Honorius, he re- 
ceived the thanks of Gov. Trumbull in person, 
and was highly complimented by other gentlemen 
of distinction. At various other periods of public 
excitement and difficulty, the aid of his pen was 
solicited by those who were best acquainted with 
his full and correct information on questions of 
public interest, and his ability to explain and de- 
fend his own views. 

His ‘Sketches of American Policy,’ published 
in 1784, his writing in favor of the adoption of 
the Federal Constitution, in defence of Washing- 
ton’s proclamation of neutrality, and of the treaty 
negociated with Great Britain by Mr. Jay, had 
great influence on public opinion and were highly 
appreciated. Various other topics during the 
same period were publicly discussed by him. In 
1793, he commenced a daily paper in New York, 
which is now called the Commercial Advertiser 
and New York Spectator. 

Mr. Webster removed to New Haven in 1798, 
and in 1807 entered on the business of his life— 
the compiling of a new and complete Dictionary 
of the English Language. This work he prose- 
cuted amidst various difficulties and discourage- 
ments, and published the first edition of it in 1828. 
In the preparation of this Dictionary, he was led 
to investigate to a great extent the subject of Et- 
ymology, and the relation of various languages to 
each other. ‘This Dictionary was more favora- 
bly received than, as is believed, the author ever 
anticipated. His other publications are too nu- 
merous to be mentioned here. Dr. Webster form- 
ed no opinion without investigation, and such 
opinion on any subject as appeared to him, after 
full consideration, to be correct, he never feared 
to express. He strongly loved his country, and 
was a patriot of the Washington school. He liv- 
ed and died in the faith of the gospel. For the 
last forty years of his life, though he had been 
long before a diligent student, he devoted his time 
to literary pursuits with an ardor rarely seen in 
any country, and especially in this. His study 
was his home; his books and pen his constant 
companions; and his knowledge even to the last, 
was constantly upon the increase. When such a 
man is taken from life, ‘much learning dieth with 
hum,’ 

Dr. Webster had enjoyed remarkably vigorous 
health till within a few days of his death. On 
Monday of last week, he was slightly unwell, but 
no alarm was felt by the family. His disorder, 
however, soon took the form of pleurisy, and he 
gradually sunk under the attack, till, at the time 
above mentioned, in the full possession of his rea- 
son, he died with un entire composure and resig- 
nation. 


Popery not the Catholle Religion. 

The Rev. Mr. Dowling, in his recent defence 
of the Protestant Scriptures against Popish Apol- 
ogists for the Champlain Bible-burners, adds the 
following note to the 65th page. 

“In employing the terms Papist and Popery, 
where Papists themselves would use Catholic and 
Catholicism, I use them not as terms of reproach, 
but simply because they are in my estimation the 
correct terms.
